Symphonic Band, American Bel Canto Opera, Opera in the Ozarks, LaGrange 
Opera, and LaGrange Symphony. Dr. Turley has given recital performances in 
mumerous cities and conservatories throughout the Czech Republic, and was a 
member of the Ancia Cantore chamber ensemble in Macon, Georgia. She can 
be heard on recordings featuring The University of North Texas Wind Symphony 
and the GIA Teaching Music Through Performance in Band series.
